Supt. offers school district 
capital planning update 


By LIZZY HILL

WILMINGTON — The 
School Committee received 
the next five years of plans 
for capital budget items, 
including a potential new 
school study, for the school 
district at their meeting on 
Wednesday, Dec. 6. 

Superintendent Dr. Glenn 
Brand, provided context 
that larger ticket items 
from all town departments 
are budgeted as a separate 
category. While these items 
are in the plan for fiscal 
years 2025-2029, he explain- 
ed there may be changes 
and this plan is an esti- 
mate. 
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The items to be budgeted 
for 2025 would include spe- 
cial education vans and 
replacement technology, 
among others, to add up to 
about $724,000. 

IT Director Ken Lord 
explained they plan to re- 
place some of the Chrome- 
books in the town — the 
total number maintained 
being 1,300 — in addition 
to elementary projectors 
and the high school net- 
work switch, high school 
projectors for the third 
floor, and the high school 
wireless system. 

There would also be se- 
curity camera improve- 
ments made at the high 
school. Besides the cam- 
eras, most of these items 
were in the middle of 
multi-year replacements. 
In the years beyond that, 
they plan to replace things 
like laptops, desktops, and 
PA systems. 

Jesse Fennelly asked for 
an explanation of the dis- 
crepancy between the 
years in terms of the total 
planned ‘costs. With 2025 
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at $724,000 in capital items, 
there was $872,000 planned 
for 2027 and $488,00 plan- 
ned for requesting in 2029. 
Lord answered the cost is 
driven by the expected 
lifespan for the items that 
will be replaced. In some 
cases, they may push cer- 
tain items based on the 
town’s budget and what 
amount they can support. 

Lord also shared that the 
Technology Planning Com- 
mittee began creating the 
next 5-year plan which 
would be brought to the 
committee in the spring. 

Chair David Ragsdale 
commented that spreading 
out replacing items at dif- 
ferent schools over the 
years makes sense. Lord 
mentioned this also allows 
his staff enough time over 
the summer to put the 
changes into place. 

The second item of the 
presentation revolved 
around a proposed capital 
item in the amount of 
$100,000 to conduct a capi-

North Intermediate School 
Principal Diane Carreiro 
mentioned the second 
goal: for all students, staff, 
and families to have an 
increased sense of belong- 
ing and connection to 
school and to the greater 
community. This goal would 
be completed incorporat- 
ing Panorama data, PBIS 
programming, and MARC 
program liaisons meetings. 
West Intermediate School 
Principal Ed Foster said 
they’d like to foster stron- 
ger relationships between 
buildings and research ex- 
tracurricular activities at 
the intermediate level. 
Wildwood School Princi- 
pal Kate Bissell named goal 
three: to foster equitable 
and inclusive schools 
through a variety of ave- 
nues in a way that sup- 
ports the wellbeing of all 
members of the school 
community. These ave- 
nues would involve expor- 
ting diversity, equity, and 


inclusion resources, pur- 
chasing diverse books for 
classrooms, and focusing 
on resources including 
Care Solace. 

Brand went on to say 
there was an effort. by the 
six elementary principals 
to work together in this 
effort under the leader- 
ship of Assistant Super- 
intendent Christine Elli- 
ott. He said he was proud 
of the work done by the 
school councils and that 
he and Elliott supported 
these plans. 

School Committee mem- 
ber M.J. Byrnes com- 
mented she liked the clar- 
ity and focus on culturally 
responsive teaching in the 
plans. While she said she 
liked the goals, she also 
suggested some of their 


proposed measurable out- 


comes sounded more like 
actions from which there 
could be no specific re- 
sult. 

Dr. Jenn Bryson said she 
didn’t disagree, but she 
proposed adding more 
specific examples of their 
outcomes in terms of data 
points. Chair David Rags- 
dale also suggested he 
couldn’t see clear measur- 
able impacts from the sec- 
ond goal. 


Stephen Turner phrased 
his guidance as a question 
of the benefits that stu- 
dents would get from the 
achievement of the goal. 
Jay Samaha spoke up to 
disagree slightly, saying 
he could see measurable 
outcomes in most of the 
initiatives. He asked about 
how purchasing books 
would really impact cur- 
riculum and how the 
schools would use the Care 
Solace data. 

Boutwell Principal Kris- 
ten Walsh said they would 
monitor the number of 
referrals for increasing. 

Byrnes also proposed 
the school councils diver- 
sify their engagement ef- 
forts with the community 
to provide a range of ex- 
periences for students and 
families. 

Turner shared apprecia- 
tion for the inclusion of all 
staff in the availability of 
Care Solace. 

Mercaldi asked why the 
first goal was focused on 
language arts and not 
something like mathemat- 
ics. King answered that 
the goal emerged from the 
strategic plan, and they 
were going to spend a lot 
of time switching to a new 
curriculum already. 


Mercaldi also wondered 
how specific school varia- 
tions were identified. The 
answer explained they 
used their Culture and 
Climate Survey results to 
determine what was ac- 
tionable within the school. 
Mercaldi’s last suggestion 
was to add an explanation 
of acronyms and specific 
terms in the communica- 
tion to students and par- 
ents. 

Ragsdale clarified that 
the plan can only have a 
certain number of goals, 
but there are other items 
taking place that aren’t 
part of the plan. 

Byrnes requested the 
principals return to pro- 
vide progress updates. 
King said they typically | 
maintain a document of 
their progress toward the 
goals throughout the two 
years while the plan is tak- 
ing place which they cre- 
ate using information from 
staff, students, and each 
other. 

Brand lastly thanked the 
principals for their collec- 
tive efforts and ensured 
the committee that the 
principals would bring 
their feedback to the re- 
spective school councils.

ith the holiday 
season upon us, 
comes the won- 


drous flavors of the sea- 
son. 

As. pumpkin has_ been 
declared the official fla- 
vor of fall, December has 
a multitude of holiday fla- 
vors vying for top billing. 

For centuries, one par- 
ticular flavor has. stood 
the test of time, the tradi- 
tional holiday favorite, 
eggnog. 

That creamy, rich flavor 
with hints of holiday spi- 
ces like cinnamon and nut- 
meg is as distinctive as 
Santa himself, and can 
now be found in many 
places other than the of- 
fice party punch bowl. 

Eggnog flavor is sweeping 
the supermarket shelves in 
such products as coffee, 
tea, cookies, cakes and even 
ice cream. 

Culinary historians de- 
bate the true origin of this 
heavy, holiday concoction, 
but most agree that egg- 
nog originated during the 
British medieval times as 
a hot, milky, ale type drink 
known as “posset.” 

By the 13th century, eggs 


and figs were added to the © 


recipe. Because milk, eggs 
and sherry were consid- 
ered rather expensive com- 
modities for the non-weal- 
thy, eggnog was often saved 
for consumption at special 
occasions to toast to pros- 
perity and good health. 

It is unclear how the 
name “eggnog” came to be, 
but there is a school of 
thought that “nog” was 
originally the name of a

strong East Anglia ale with 
eggs added to it. 

Others theorize that nog 
comes from the Scottish 
term “nugg,” which is an ale 
warmed with a fire poker. 

However, the most likely 
origin is derived from the 
word “noggin,” an English 
term for a small, wooden 
mug used to serve alco- 
holic drinks. 

Although quite obviously 
having strong originating 
ties to Britain, it is the 
Americans that can take 
credit for connecting egg- 
nog to the holiday season. 

The American colonies 
brought. many traditions 
with them from their home- 
land of England, including 
eggnog, which back in 
England was mainly a spe- 
cial occasion treat for the 
wealthy. 

But because the colonies 
were made up of mostly 
farmers, chickens and 
cows were plentiful in the 
new world. With no short- 
age of eggs or milk, and 
with the introduction of 
cheaper rums from nearby 
Mexico, these items be- 
came the signature ingre- 
dients of a traditional holi- 
day eggnog recipe that was 


accessible to everyone and 


is still used today to toast 
to prosperity in the New 
Year. 

In fact, the founding fa- 
ther of our country, Presi- 
dent George Washington, 
was particularly fond of 
eggnog, and served his 
own heavily spiked ver- 
sion to guests and digni- 
taries. 

Luckily, Washington pen- 
ned his original recipe, but 
was unfortunately a bit 
vague on the exact num- 


ber of eggs the recipe re- 
quired. It is estimated that 
the recipe probably re- 
quired a dozen or more 
eggs mixed with cream, 
milk, and sugar and heav- 
ily spiked with rye whis- 
key, rum and sherry. 
Recipes for eggnog to- 
day are a similar mixture 
of eggs, milk, cream and 


sugar, with a blend of hol- . 


iday spices like cinnamon, 


cloves and nutmeg. 


For an extra addition of 
adult holiday cheer, a shot 
of rum or bourbon can be 
added. 

Opinion on this holiday 
tradition seems to be simi- 
lar to the holiday. fruit 
cake — you either love it 
or hate it! 

While the verdict may 
still be out on giving egg- 
nog the title of “favorite 
American holiday tradi- 
tion,” Americans nonethe- 
less consume more than 15 
million gallons of eggnog 


each year, and according. 


to Vox Media, Americans 
spend more than $185 mil- 
lion on prepared eggnog. 

At this time of year, the 
supermarket shelves are 
lined with not only tradi- 
tional eggnog, but special- 
ty flavored eggnog, like 
pumpkin spice, as well as 
low fat and lactose free 
varieties. 

The true eggnog con- 
noisseur will argue that 
unless you have tried a 
homemade version of egg- 
nog you haven’t really 
experienced the magical 
flavor of a celebratory cup 
of eggnog. 

Eggnog lovers claim the 
supermarket versions hard- 
ly resemble the homemade 
version of this creamy, 
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sugar and spice treat, and 
often refer to store bought 
eggnog as “milknog” be- 
cause it often contains less 
than one percent egg. 

For those who are health 


conscious or watching 
their waistline, be pre- 
pared when venturing up 
to the punch bowl for a 
cup of “nog.” 

Although delicious and 
decadent, a half cup serv- 
ing of homemade eggnog 
can contain upwards of 
265 calories and has over 
17 grams of fat. 

Although a good source 
of calcium, eggnog is def- 
initely something to sip in 
moderation. 

When preparing for a ho- 
liday party, this dairy 
based drink can be made 
in advance and stored in 
an airtight container in 
the refrigerator for up to

three days, or in the freez- 
er for up to six months. 

In fact, it is recommend- 
ed to prepare eggnog at 
least one day in advance 
to give the spices time to 
infuse into the eggnog for 
optimum flavor. 

When serying eggnog, 
some prefer it warm or at 
room temperature. How- 
ever, to enjoy it as a des- 
sert-like treat, serve it chil- 
led and topped with whip- 
ped cream and a dash of 
cinnamon. 

This December, before 
you cast a vote of yea or 
nay on the taste of egg- 
nog, try whipping up a 
homemade batch of this 
holiday tradition and en- 
joy some historically good 
flavors of the season.

threatens Wilmington’s 
zoning integrity 


Dear editor, 

I write to highlight a 
growing concern among 
Wilmington residents, par- 
ticularly those on Nichols 
Street, regarding the pro- 
posed 1.5 acre, 12-house de- 
velopment exploiting 40B 
regulations. This raises 
significant apprehensions 
about the project's impact 
and the motivations behind 
it. 

During the recent Zoning 
Board of Appeals meeting, 
various town officials, a 
representative from TEC 
civil engineering and con- 
sulting as well as area resi- 
dents voiced skepticism 
about incomplete plans and 
potential issues like flood- 
ing, sewage, and heighten- 
ed traffic on Nichols Street. 
The fear is that developers 
are leveraging 40B regula- 
tions to prioritize profit 
over the true spirit of af- 
fordable housing. 

The property at 79 Nich- 
ols St. is already permit- 
ted for on-site septic but 
proposes 12 homes instead 
of the originally approved 
number, exploiting 40B to 
bypass zoning standards. 
This lack of transparency 
and potential manipula- 
tion of regulations raise 
concerns about the true 
affordability of the pro- 
posed units. 

This case reflects a 
broader trend where de- 
velopers exploit 40B regu- 


lations, circumventing es- — 


tablished zoning standards 
and setting a worrisome 
precedent. The lack of 
complete plans has caused 
delays in decision-making, 
with a crucial vote sched- 
uled for December. 

The Nichols Street deci- 
sion has implications be- 
yond Wilmington, contri- 
buting to a statewide issue 
where 40B regulations are 
manipulated, compromis- 
ing community integrity. 
The Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals faces a challenging 
decision — whether to pri- 
oritize the developer's in- 
terests or champion the 
town's zoning integrity. 

As Wilmington navigates 
this. critical juncture, the 
balance between address- 
ing affordable housing 
needs and preserving zon- 
ing regulations is at stake. 
Until the exploitation of 
existing 40B rules is ad- 
dressed by state legisla- 
tors, Wilmington's future 
developments remain un- 
certain. 

The outcome of the Nich- 
ols Street development 
could significantly impact 
Wilmington's trajectory 
and may set a precedent 
for similar cases. Resi- 
dents urge vigilance to 
prevent the erosion of the 
town's character through 
developers exploiting 40B 
rules.

They also approved a 
Shawsheen School field

Superintendent Dr. Glenn 
Brand’s report provided 
information on a tiered 
focus monitoring visit and 
the revolving accounts.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — In Beyoncé's 
concert film, she describes her recent Ren- 
aissance World Tour as being run like a ma- 
chine: From lighting to set design, the 
superstar had a hand in everything produc- 
tion-related to ensure her stadium tour ex- 
ceeded expectations: after four years of 
preparation. | 

As a perfectionist, Beyoncé was tirelessly 
determined — working almost 50 days 
straight — to create an epic concert experi- 
ence. This becomes clear in her movie "Re- 
naissance: A Film by Beyoncé," which 
chronicles the massive tour in support of her 
seventh studio album. 

Written, directed and produced by Bey- 
oncé, "Renaissance" perfectly captures her 
dazzling performances for the big screen 
and includes some intimate behind-the- 
scenes footage from the normally private 
singer, who has rarely done interviews in the 
past decade. 

Beyoncé released her nearly three-hour 
"Renaissance" movie through AMC The- 
aters in similar fashion as the " Taylor Swift: 
The Eras Tour " film, which opened with a 
record-breaking $97 million domestically for 
a concert film last month. But unlike Swift, 
whose project primarily focused on her on- 
stage performances, Beyoncé offers more 
insight into her personal life. 

"I'm really excited for everyone to see the 
process," she says in the film. 

With "Renaissance," Beyoncé displays 
more of her human side like in her 2019 Net- 
flix film "Homecoming," which delved into 
the singer headlining the Coachella Valley 
Music and Arts Festival. This time, she goes 
a step further into her story as arguably 
music's hardest-working performer, who at- 
tempts to juggle being a mother of three 
while she maintains her mental and physi- 
cal fortitude during her tour. 

Beyoncé expressed frustration with chal- 
lenges to her lofty aspirations for her tour 
and felt she wasn't being heard because 
she's a Black woman. The tour ultimately 
grossed around $500 million, according to 
Billboard. She opens up about having sur- 
gery on her knee, which forced her into re- 
habilitation a month before her first opening 
show in Stockholm. 

Unlike her tour, Beyoncé confesses, she's 
"not a machine." 

But through her aches and pains, Bey- 
oncé — who is the most decorated Grammy 
artist in history — showed up and performed 
at a very high level. It's what she demanded 
of herself and others who mirrored her men- 
tality to make each show come into fruition. 

The film showcases a few big-name per- 
formers who accompanied Beyoncé onstage,

including Megan Thee Stallion in Houston. 
During her Los Angeles stint, Kendrick 
Lamar was a special guest along with Diana 
Ross, who sang to Beyoncé for her 42nd 
birthday. 

But out of all the celebrity appearances, 
the one who stole the show was Beyoncé's 
li-year-old daughter, Blue Ivy, who made 
her presence felt as a background dancer. 
Initially, the singer was opposed to pushing 
Blue into the limelight of performing in 
front of tens of thousands. 

"She told me she was ready to perform, 
and I told her no," Beyoncé says in the film. 

She eventually agreed to give her daugh- 
ter one chance to show her stuff. Her first 
performance, however, was subjected to 
heavy criticism on social media. But Blue 
Ivy used that to train harder. She gained 
confidence as the tour progressed and 
gained more standing ovations each time 
she hit the stage. 

Blue Ivy's growth brought joy to Beyoncé 
and to Mathew Knowles, the proud grandfa- 
ther who is shown saying, "Now, that's a 
Knowles!" 

During a stop in Houston, Beyoncé along 
with her mother, Tina Knowles, drove 
around her old Third Ward neighborhood 
before they stopped by her childhood home. 
The return to her hometown marked an- 
other reunion between Beyoncé and all the 
members of the girl group Destiny's Child 
— which included Kelly Rowland, Michelle 
Williams, LeToya Luckett and LaTavia 
Roberson, who was once ousted from the 
group. 

Now, it appears there's peace among: 
them. There were no words exchanged on 
camera except for a collective hug, which 
Beyoncé called during her narration a "new 
birth for us. A lot of healing." 

Beyoncé along with her mother shared 
heartfelt moments of the singer's late uncle 
Johnny — a Black gay man who introduced 
her to house music as a child and made her 


~ a prom dress. She dedicated the "Renais- 


sance" album to him. 

The film squeezes in Beyoncé's appreci- 
ation for her devoted Beyhive fanbase who 
are often shown in the audience in various 
cities. During her shows, she expresses her 
gratitude for them, calling them "beautiful 
faces." 

Despite the presence of jams like "Alien 
Superstar," "Church Girl" and "Cuff It," not 
every song performed on tour made the cut 
for the film. 

And that's just fine. "Renaissance" is 
more about getting a glimpse into Beyoncé's 
life — even for just a little bit. 

"Renaissance: A Film by Beyoncé," an 
AMC release, is not rated. Running time: 168 
minutes. Four stars out of four.

sued over a three-day pe- 
riod next summer. 

Under other scenarios 
that will be addressed on a 
case-by-case basis under 
the new plan, residents who 
recycle in inordinate vol- 
ume of materials will be al- 
lowed to obtain a second 
recycling cart. Along simi- 
lar lines, those who are 
tossing out little waste each 
week and don’t want to deal 
with the larger trash bar- 
rels can request the is- 
suance of a _ smaller 
32-gallon container. 

Town Meeting’s support 
of measure required to fund 
the major change in munic- 
ipal trash policies comes 
after a nearly identical re- 
quest was narrowly shot 
down last spring. Insisting 
a budgetary fiasco that 
would result from a long- 
term return to the status 
quo, town managers, rather 
than let that defeat stand, 
insisted they just needed to 
do a better job communi- 
cating why the change was 
needed. 


Lessons from ‘trashgate’ 

Recently labeling the 
three-week-long crisis as 
the most difficult of his 
tenure, Maltez realized big 
changes were sweeping 
across the waste disposal 
industry after soliciting a 
series of bids from Repub- 
lic Service’s competitors 
back in Oct. of 2022. 

At the time, the Arizona- 
based hauler had just in- 
herited the town’s waste 
disposal contract from 
Peabody-based JRM Haul- 
ing, which went out of busi- 
ness after being bought out 
by Republic Services five 
months earlier. 

As Reading officials and 
other former JRM Hauling 
customers like the City of 
Lawrence and the Town of 
Plaistow, N.H. would learn 
throughout the months of 
September and October, the 
transition to Republic Serv- 
ices would be anything but 
smooth.

Specifically, during the 
first few days of October of 
2022, the new hauler - 
which reported $11 billion 
in gross revenues the year 
prior - made sporadic pick- 
ups in Reading. Admitting 
it lacked both the man- 
power and _ necessary 
equipment to fulfill its obli- 
gations to its new munici- 
pal clients, the crisis would 
ultimately drag on for 
weeks. 

All the while, complaints 
flooded into Reading Town 
Hall from frustrated ‘resi- 
dents, many of whom had 
weeks worth of decompos- 
ing waste sitting in front of 
their residences, 

Eventually responding 
to .the crisis by rolling up 
his sleeves and personally 
helping local DPW workers 
empty hundreds of barrels 
of rotting waste into the 
town’s small fleet of dump 
and pickup trucks, a fed-up 
Maltez grew tired of the 
contractor’s excuses and 
threatened to cancel the 
services contract. 

Though Republic Serv- 
ices eventually got its act 
together and has since 
proven much more reliable, 
the town manager got the 
shock of his Reading tenure 
when he opened up a series 
of bids submitted during 
the crisis by competitors. 

With some vendors re- 
questing nearly twice as 
much to take over the con- 
tract - which was locked in 
with Republic Services 
until 2026 at a fixed $1.181 
million amount - Maltez 
also realized that the 
COVID-19 pandemic had 
accelerated the pace of 
sweeping changes to the in- 
dustry involving the use of 
mechanized pickup sys- 
tems. 

And as Maltez explained 
last spring and again dur- 
ing last month’s second 
Town Meeting debate on 
the issue, those new-age 
garbage truck fleets, which 
reduced manpower de- 
mands by using a robotic 
arm to pick up and over- 
turn trash barrels, required 


enh 


the distribution of the stan- 
dardized carts to cus- 
tomers.. 

“We had trashgate al- 
most a year ago, when Re- 
public Services [basically 
refused] to pickup trash for 
a three-week period. It was 
chaos. It was basically the 
three hardest weeks of my 
tenure,” the former Chelsea 
DPW commissioner told 
Town Meeting members 
last month. 

“But what it did was 
open up our eyes to the 
changing nature of this 
business. Trash companies 
will be requiring [all] cus- 
tomers to have automated 
collection. In other words, 
manual collection is not an 
option,” he further fore- 
warned. 

According to town offi- 
cials, by switching now to 
the kind of carts used for 
automated collection, 
Reading can begin now 
changing consumer habits 
in preparation for the price 
shocks that are almost 


guaranteed to come start- - 


ing in 2026, when a new 
hauling contract is negoti- 
ated. 

Specifically, Reading’s 
existing trash contract es- 
sentially allows each house- 
hold in the community to 
throw out around 120-gal- 
lons of refuse each week. 

A change to a 64-gallon 
container, coupled with the 
switch to a standardized 
container, should reduce 
the number of trucks and 
time spent by Reading’s 
contractor on weekly pick- 
ups. As a result, Maltez’ 
successor should be able to 
expect at least some of 
those savings to be passed 
onto the community. 

The town manager and 
other proponents of limit- 
ing weekly trash volumes 
to 64-gallons per household 
say the policy changes will 
insulate Reading from sim- 
ilarly expected price esca- 
lations in the community’s 
so-called “tipping” contract 
with trash incinerator com- 
pany Covanta. 

Currently, Reading is 


x be 


paying $98.35 per ton of 
trash dropped off at Haver- 
hill’s incinerator plant, and 
those costs will increase by 
about 3 percent next year, 
when the town will have to 
negotiate a new contract. 

The last time the com- 
munity negotiated a new 
multi-year pact with Cov- 
anta, Reading’s base tip- 
ping fee charges jumped by 
some 33 percent. 

With Republic Services 
currently transporting 


$9.97 


about 7,000 tons of trash 
from Reading to the Haver- 
hill plant, town officials 
hope to seriously mitigate 
any increase in tipping fees 
by cutting in half the 
amount of refuse hauled to 
the incinerator each year. 
Those savings should also 
help offset the expected in- 
crease in the next hauling 
contract, which Reading of- 
ficials believe could jump 
by as much as $1 million a 
year. 
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Over the next few years, 
Reading will also begin 
building up a special rainy 
day fund that can be used 
to help manage the finan- 
cial impacts from rising 
garbage disposal costs. 
Money in that special trash 
stabilization account, es- 
tablished by Town Meeting 
members last month, will 
come from the annual fees 
charged to residents who 
request second trash con- 
tainers.

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Wilmington’s Richards leaves her mark 
on volleyball program at Essex Tech

_ When Essex Tech volley- 
ball coach Pamela Leete 
gathered her returning 
players in preseason this 
fall to discuss their indi- 
vidual goals for the up- 
coming season, the veter- 
an coach was quick to re- 
mind the players to tem- 
per their expectations. 

After winning eight con- 
ference titles in the last 
decade in the Common- 
wealth Athletic Conference, 
the technical and agricul- 
tural school in Middleton 
was moving up a division 
and into the highly-com- 
petitive Cape Ann League’s 
Large Division. 

Although the CAC Player 
of the Year trophy had 
found a permanent home 
in the trophy case in Mid- 
dleton since 2015, the coach 
warned that streak could 
come to an end in the CAL. 

Returning captain Elsa 
Richards. of Wilmington 
got the message loud and 
clear, but that did not dis- 
suade the senior from put- 
ting ‘winning player of the 
year’ honors in the CAL 
right on the top of her list 
just the same. 

“T was like, ‘Ok, a little 
lofty, we’re going in as the 
underdog in this league,” 
Leete recalled with a 
chuckle. “But I liked it. I’m 


a dream believer, so I was 
like ‘get after it and we’ll 
see what happens.’” 

Safe to say the deter- 
mined Richards and the 
rest of the Hawks more 
than got after it this fall. 

Not only did the Hawks 
nearly capture the confer- 
ence title in their inaugural 
season with a stellar 13-7 
mark, but Richards did in- 
deed walk away with con- 
ference player of the year. 

“One of our goals was to 
win the conference and we 
came really close, but 
overall I am just really 
proud of my team and how 
hard we worked,” said 
Richards of her eventful 
fall which saw the Hawks 
finish second to Newbury- 
port and fall in five sets to 
Plymouth South in the sec- 
ond round of the Div. 2 
state tournament. 

The POY award was far 
from the only accolade for 
the 5-foot-11 Richards, who 
has the size to dominate at 
any of‘the hitting positions 
on the front row, but who 
has instead developed into 
one of the top high school 
setters in Eastern Mass. 
In a season that saw Rich- 
ards post a school record 
48 assists in their CAL 
opener, Lette let her in on 
a little secret at the end of 
the season. 

“She kept it a secret from 
me until senior night,” 
said Richards, who was 


introduced in her final 


match as the school’s all- 
time assist leader. 

“It was completely out of 
the blue, I had no idea.” 

Truth be told, that might 
have been the only thing 
in this remarkable four- 
year volleyball journey 
that was out of the blue for 


-the precocious Richards. 


A basketball player up to 
the eighth grade, Richards 


decided to make a major 


course. correction in her 
athletic career and chose 
a sport that she knew very 
little about, but one that 
had captured her imagina- 
tion as well. 

“I actually did a ton of 
research before starting 
volleyball in my freshman 
year,” explained Richards. 
“I watched a lot of You 
Tube videos and I kind of 
self taught myself and I 
would play in the back- 
yard. In those early years 
it was just watching a lot of 
volleyball on TV and just 
watching everything I pos- 
sibly could.” 

After a successful first 
season on junior varsity as 
a freshman, Leete called 
Richards up to a talented 
CAC championship squad 
as a sophomore and was 
using Richards to push her 
seniors and give the start- 
ers different looks in prac- 
tice. Leete tabbed Rich- 
ards as a junior captain, 
one of the few in her ten-

ure, the following season. 

“She leads by example 
and she’s a really hard 
worker,” said Leete, who 
was also named CAL 
Coach of the Year. “She’s 
got such a nice demeanor 
to her that’s easy to follow 
and I watched the girls 
really respond. to her.” 

The only other question 
was where to play the 
standout, who has the sta- 
ture and power to uncork 
thunderous kills with the 
best of them on the front 
line, but the soft hands, 
passing ability, and the 
volleyball IQ to run the 
entire show everywhere 
else. 

“When we walk into the 
gym everyone thinks she’s 
the middle (hitter),” Leete 
noted. “In my head I was 
thinking she was going to 
be an (opposite side) hit- 
ter because her block is so 
good, but she decided she 
wanted to be a setter and 
that’s what she put her 
mind on.
